LIMERICK COUNTY OCOUNCIL’S 


APPEAL. : 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN). 

In the case of the Limerick County Council 
v. the Irish Insurance Commissioners, the 
olaintifís appealed from the order of Mr. 
ustice Johnston, dated órd' April last, de- 
claring that David Condon, Carrigen, Croom, 
Co. Limerick, so long as and while he was 
actually carrying out the work of quarrying 
and breaking stones for the Limerick County 
Council, in accordance with the agreement 
between him and that Council, was employed 
within the meaning of the National Health 
Insurance Acts, and that the Limerick 
County Council, as such employers, were 
responsible for the payment to him of the 
National Health Imsurance contributions in 
respect of his employment. 

r. Price, K.C.; Mr. ga K.C., and 
Mr. O'Beilly (instructed by Mr. P. J. O'Sulli- 
van) appeared for the appellants; and Mr, 
V. Rice, K.C.; Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and 
Mr. Nunan (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) for the respondents. 

It appeared from the pleadings that the 
County Council adopted a scheme for the 
maintenance of the county roads by 
direct. labour, which was approved 
by the Minister for Local Government; that 
David Condon from time to time agreed with 
the County*Gounctt (through the County Sur- 
veyor) to carry out in the County Council’s 
quarry the work of quarrying and breaking 
stones*'to a ‘specified size, and that, there 
was now a “written agreement between the 
parties on the subject, under which, if the 
stones were not broken to specification, they 
— be rejected and payment might be re- 
used. 

In his judgment Mr. Justice Johnston 
stated that the fact that Condon was entitled 
to absent himself while the man or men as- 
sisting him were at work in the quarry could 
not be allowed to outweigh all the weighty 
considerations which induced his lordship to 
come to the conclusion that Condon, so ee 
as he himseif was actually working in the 
quarry at quarrying and breaking stones, was

Mr. Merrick and Miss Ryley applied to 
have the wilb of 1910 condemned and asked 
that the probate of the will of 1916 already 
granted to Mr.: Merrick should be allowed 
to stand. Under the will of 1916 Mr. 
Merrick was to be a legates to the amount 
of £500, and was to receive professional fees 
for the duties which he performed in con- 
nection. with the administration of the assets, 
the estimated value of which was stated to be 


£3,090.

A MISSING WILL. 
Mr. Wood, concluding his closing address 
on behalf of the plaintiff, said that over a 
riod of ten years, from 1906, during which

and Mrs. Taaffe, Dr. Taaffe had made eleven 
testamentary documents, five of which were 
outside the sphere of influence of Mr. Mer-

his wife upon his death. Even that was very

‘That and other clauses in the testament 
‘had been revoked in Mr. Merrick’s office, 
when provision for a small pittance was sub- 
stituted. Another will provided íor £200 a 
year ‘for the widow, but that was reduced 
to’ £40,a year during her widowhood, in the 
office of Mr. Merrick. 

“ In regard to another will it was suggested 

in the evidence of Mr. Merrick that it was 
lost or .destroyed. Why that will was not 
forthcoming was a question which the jury 
should seriously consider. 


CHARGES AGAINST SOLICITOR. 

Mr. Fitzgerald revlied on behalf of “Mr. 
Merrick, and submitted that there was never 
a case presented in a court with such bitter- 
ness, vituperation and exaggeration. There 
had been an attempt in that way to throw 
dust in the eyes of the jury and to con- 
fuse their minds. The case had been un- 
fairly pressed against Mr. Merrick, against 
whom ‘ghastly charges’’ had been made 
that could not be proved; nor had any at- 
tempt been made to support them. In that 
way the greatest injustice had been done 
to a man who, like Mr. Merrick, had per- 
formed his professional duties in an honour- 
able and upright manner. 

Allegations were made that Dr. Taaffe was 
incompetent to discharge business. Dr. 
Taaffe, however, was proved to have been 


ick a enad the achievement of gutting 
his affairs upon their feet wher he was penní: | 
less. It was sought throughout the case to 
cast imputations upon Mr, Merrick, for which 
there was no foundation, and if he were the 
object of the beunty of Dr. Taaffe he was 
as well entitled to be so as anyone else in 
the circumstances, there being still liberty in 
this country ‘or a testator to dispose of his 
goods as he desired. 

The case, he concluded, was a most serious 
one, and there was no excuse for the attacks 
which had been made upon Mr, Merrick, 
through whose successful and _ energetic 
exertions Dr. Taaffe had been enabled to 
come into a substantial quantity of property. 

Mr. Binchy, for Miss Ryley, appealed to 
the jury to find in favour of the will of 
1916, in connection with the execution of 
which, he said, there was no suggestion ol! 
undue influence against his client, who, 
because she was a near relative of Dr. Taaffe, 
was made an object of his bounty. 


WILL OF 1916 ESTABLISHED. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in his charge to the 
jury, explained the various matters to which 
they had to give consideration, and, having 
called attention to the different wills men- 
tioned in the case, said that if they could 
deal with the will of February 28th, 1916, 
so as to find that it was duly executed, it 
would be unnecessary to answer any question 
with regard to any other will. It was only 
if they answered against the knowledge and 
approval of the testator in connection with 
that will that they would have to go on to 
deal with the other four, 

The jury retired, and, after an absence 
of about an hour, brought in a finding 
establishing the will, without the legacy to 
Mr. Merrick, or his costs. They found that 
Mr. Merrick was not guilty of undue in- 
fluence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in accepting the de- 
cision of the jury, said that he agreed en- 
tirely with the finding that there was no 
undue influence on the part of Mr. Merrick. 

The question of the costs of the various 
parties to the case was adjourned until] 
to-day. 


SIR WILLIAM WHEELER’S POSITION. 

Mr. Sainsbury said that Sir William 
Wheeler wished it to be known that not only 
was there no consent by him to act as 
executor of either of the wills, but he was

As Lamb once wrote 
his Tales of Shakespeare, so Mr. Albert 
has written—necessarily in briefer form— 
tales from Chaucer, Spencer, Shakespeare, 
Bunyan, Defoe, Goldsmith, Burns and the 
Brontes. The measure of his skill may 
be judged from the fact that he has been 
able to introduce Samuel Johnson's writing 
of his dictionary in a pleasant chatty way. 
We doubt if the great lexicographer him- 
self could have bettered it,

“Seven Ages of Invention,” by Cyril 
Hall (Blackie, 7s. 6d. net), may be des- 
cribed as a history of the industrial age 
up to the arrival of the ‘‘ wireless’ in our 
own time. Starting with a chapter which 
might have been termed ‘‘ the. ethies of 
invention,’’ the author, in conversational

6d. net, 
in which the pirate, who gin in the 
eminently proper name of E) Diablo, is 
captured owing to the dash and resource 
of a young man who begins his adventures 
with the passing of a Board of Trade 
examination. ‘‘Gashiered,”’ by Bernard 
Bowles, Sheldon Press, 7s. 6d. net, is a 
book which can be recommended whole- 
heartedly. It is a story of the North-West 
Frontier, where three boys, sometime 
members of the Rugby football team of 
their school, support in adventurous cir- 
cumstances the Samurai-like traditions 
that they acquired at school.

BAe AS for boys, girls and small 

children this year are many and 
various, and several of them have an educa- 
tional value which it would be hard to 
exaggerate.

(Nelson, 7s. 6d. net) ; ““ The Wonder Book 
of Inventions ” (Ward Lock), and “' The 
Air-Craft Annual ” (Collins, 5s, net) are 
especially noteworthy. We read these with 
great enjoyment, and no parent can do 
better, if they are blessed—or cursed— 
with a son of engineering proclivities, than 
give him one of them. “ The Boys’ Own 
-Annual ” and “: The Girls’ Own Annual ”

HIS is a book for everybody., Captain 
V. H. Fergusson was a District 
Commissioner in the Sudan, and was 
killed by fanatics on December 14th, 1927. 
Born in Ireland thirty-six years previously, 
he bestrode those wild parts as Nicholson 
bestrode the Punjab. In India 2; a private 
soldier, in the Cameroons during the War, 
and later as a ruler of a vast tract in 
the Southern Sudan, Awaraquay, as the 
loving natives called him, was always a 
cheerful and selfless worker. Owing, 
Fe to his skill as an amateur doctor, 
e was able to capture the confidence of 
his uncivilised subjects in a way which 
otherwise would have been impossible. 
Although a genuine modesty pervades 
the whole book, so strongly is his per- 
sonality conveyed to the reader that his 
assassination seems something more than 
the worst of crimes. When we say that 
our first introduction to Fergie Bey 
was through this book, perhaps its re- 
markable merit as a charmingly told story 
of a heroic, if little-known, man will be 
apparent.

Causeway Names. 


Of no district in Ireland has so much 
been written as of the Giant's Causeway. 
The energy displayed by investigators 


(few of them Irishmen, it must be 
admitted) has reached extraordinary 
lengths. Over a century ago one of them 


counted forty thousand columns; and 
stated that of these only one was of tri- 
angular shape; but to the local inhabit- 
ants belongs the honour of having found 
the names for the distinctive features of 
this district, which in some cases sur- 
passed the ingenuity even of the investi- 
gators. 

There are. of course, the obvious names, 
such as the Giant’s Gateway, the Giant’s 
Organ, the Spanish Organ, and the 
Giant’s Loom, names which practically 
suggest themselves. But in other cases it 


/ takes a keen eye to recognise such shapes 


as the King and his Nobles, the Priest 
and his Flock, the Hen and Chickens, 
the Four Sisters, the Twins, the Nursing 
Child, the Scholar, the Priest. the Giant's 
Cranny. the Lion’s Head, the Chimney 
Tops. the Stack, the Giant's Pulpit, the 
Giant’s Ball Alley, ete 


“The Sack.” 


The other day I made an interesting 
discovery in regard to the expression 
“getting the sack,” which we commonly 
use when alluding to a person under notice 
of dismissal. This phrase is believed to 
have.its origin in a practice of the Turks 
in medisva] times of ridding themselves 
of unwanted persons by putting them 
into sacks and throwing them into the 
Bosphorus. A most peculiar point of note 
about the word we pronounce “sack,” 
meaning a large bag of coarse cloth, is 
that it appears in most European and 
Eastern languages, almost identical in 
form and with the same meaning. This 
curious coincidence may be explained by 
a legend that the word was the very last 
uttered before tongues were confused at 
Babel, and thus reached us from pre- 
Christian times, with only slight varia- 
tion of form for all languages.

An Insurance Problem. 


A possible problem for insurance people 
has just materialised. In a case before the 
courts in Berlin á man insured against 
illness is suing his insurance company for 
the cost of a ‘‘ rejuvenation ’”’’ operation, 
claiming that old age is a malady and 
needs to be cured. In justification of the 
application it is urged that successful 
operations of this nature will result in 
very much extended profits to life in- 
surance corporations owing to lengthened 
premium payments. There is, however, 
another side to the question. Companies 
who have undertaken annuity risks, and 
are paying yearly incomes to their clients 
on the basis of life-expectation tables, wil] 
find themselves faced with an unwelcome 
prospect in the opposite direction. 


A Boy Bee-Eater. 


There are certain birds that devour 
bees, but the case of a human bee-eater 
must be considered as a novelty. Gilbert 
White, the. celebrated naturalist of Sel- 
bourne, is the authority for a curious 
account of a boy bee-eater. He was a 
farmer’s son of weak mind, who showed an 
extraordinary propensity for bees, which 
he ate, and evidently throve on this extra- 
ordinary diet. He would sit moping or 
dozing by the fire during the winter 
months, but as soon as summer came he 
was on the alert, roaming over fields and 
sunny banks in quest of bees. He would 
deftly seize the insect with his fingers, 
and, disarming it of its weapon of defence, 
would suck the body to extract the honey- 
He was naturally regarded by the farmers 
with enmity; for, stealing. into their 
gardens, he wrought havoc among their 
bees. He would tap a hive with his 
fingers, and on the bees emerging would 
seize them, evidently with entire im- 
punity. Hé has-been known even to over- 
turn the hive in order to gratify his 
passionate desire for honey. The lad is 
described as a veritable merops apiaster. 
Bees, bumble bees, and even wasps were 
the victims of his strange voracity. When 
metheglin was being made, it was his 
delight to be present and to be favoured 
with cups of what he called bee-wine. 
Removing to a distant village, he died 
before reaching manhood, evidently from 
natural causes, instead of being stung to 
death by some infuriated swarm of bees 
or wasps in defence of their lives.

Washington Irving. 


Friday, November 28th, is the seventy- 
first anniversary of the death of the great 


American author, Washington Irving, 
whose ‘‘ Bracebridge Hall,” “ Sketc 
Book ” and “Old Christmas” have 


remained favourites with the general read- 
ing public, even ete thew present craze 
for a somewhat erotic literature. 

Washington Irving’s descriptions of life 
in the olden days are some of the most 
attractive passages in the English 
language, and extracts such as the follow- 
ing, taken at random from “Old 
Christmas,’’ make one realise how good the

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BELFAST, Thursday. 

In view. oí the uncertainty of the 
political situation and the expectation of 
an early general election in Great Britain, 
a campaign has been started in Northern 
Ireland to familiarise the electors with 
their duty as Unionists.

but the suggestion that relief should be 
given to every unemployed worker who 1s 
not in receipt of benefit from the Bureau 
on the scale of 20s. for every adult, 10s. 
for a wife, 5s. for every child, and 15s.

COURSING. 


The Ulster Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals has joined in the 
widespread protest against the coursing of 
live hares. The subject was discussed at 
the annual meeting of the organisation 
in Belfast this week, and a resolution was 
adopted unanimously recording “ detesta- 
tion of the so-called sport of hare- 
coursing—cruel to the hare and degrading 
to the 1 ge ered urging the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland to introduce 
legislation to make it illegal.’’

A. big difficulty in this question is that 
the campaign against cruelty might be 
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porters this week, Sir Joseph McConnell, 
M.P., after praising a system of tariffs 
for the United Kingdom, found fault with 
our Southern neighbours for protecting 
their own. industries. He said that 
Britain’s newest and nearest Dominion, 
the Irish Free State, absolutely relied on 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland to 
take her produce to the extent of 98 per 
cemt., me 4 all that produce entered free, 
wie the exception of excisable articles, 
whereas the Free State taxed many of the 
manufactured goods sent there from 
Britain and Ulster. 

The latest and most flagrant instance 
was the imposition of a duty of almost ten- 
pence on every pound of butter imported, 
and that was not only against the United 
Kingdom, but against the whole of the 
Empire. If, added Sir Joseph, the 
Dominions’ Conference had been a suc- 
cess, all that would have had to be 
altered. | 


KEEPING IN STEP. 


Captain Herbert Dixon is, perhaps, the 
most popular sportsman in Ulster, and he 
is also well known in the South, where his 
horses run in the various race meetings. 
He is &lso the chief Unionist Whip in the 
Northern House of Commons, and 
naturally takes a deep interest in political 
affairs. This week, in addressing a meet- 
ing of Unionist women, Captain Dixon 
defended the good name of the province 
against recent criticisms made at religious 
Services. He resented the statement that 
evil was rampant throughout the Six 
Counties, and said that it was not true. 

Turning to the political problems which 
confront the Northern Government, 
Captain Dixon said that there had been 
criticism to the effect that the Ulster 
imperial members of Parliament made 
themselves ridiculous in the eyes of the 
world, because they opposed Socialist 
measures at Westminster, which were sub- 
sequently accepted and passed by the 
Northern Parliament. This, he explained, 
was because Ulster was part and parcel of 
the United Kingdom, and when laws were 
passed they must be obeyed by all for 
whom they were made. 

Nevertheless, many people, even among 
Unionists, do find amusement in the swift 
changes of front, due, of course, to: the 
step-by-step policy with imperial legisla- 
tion. Northern Ireland’s social services 
depend largely upon the Imperial Ex- 
chequer, notwithstanding statements to the 
contrary. Captain Dixon pointed out that 
the reply to those who contended that the 
step-by-step ES“ was ridiculous was to 
be found in the question: ‘‘ Will you take 
the risk of removing widows’ pensions, or 
of leaving the men of Queen’s Island— 
among the cleverest in the world—to 
starve on the street? ’’

CHANGE OFFICIALLY 
EXPLAINED. 


MATTERS TO BE REFERRED 


TO THE COMMISSION. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in concluding the debate, 
said that there was no great change of at- 
titude on the part of the Government,.. The 
work of the Tariff Commission during . the 
past eighteen months had undoubtedly pro- 
ceeded somewhat more slowly than it ought 
to proceed. 

As a matter of fact, in addition to applica- 

tions partly dealt with, there had been new 
applications during recent months. There was 
an application in June for an increased duty 
on men’s and boys’ suits and overcoats, and 
for a tariff on linen. and cotton tissues, and. 
later, one for a tariff on oaten meal.

REDUCTIONS IN THE

On the second reading of the Unemployed 
Insurance Bill, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, explained that it provided for 
a reduction in the rates of comtributions by 
The other

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When people talked of the advantage of prokt 
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conditions from those which were in opera- 
tion in this country when they came into 
office, then the Labour Party would not be 
against this proposal, He did not believe 
that the largest contributors to the un- 
employed .insurance were held up from ex- 
tending their business because of the amount 
of unemployed insarance contributions which | 
they had to pay, bat there was certainly 
very great objection to and great complaint 
from the unemployed. He heard the word 
‘‘ dole”? used frequently.. There was no 
dole in this country, and there had not been 
for years. Before a man could draw a 
penny unemployment benefit he should have 
at least twelve stamps on his card. That 
meant at least three months’ work. In the 
circumstances they should vote against the 
second reading of the bill. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Boro’) said 
that in Cork he had heard no complaints 
from either employers or employés about the 
amount of the contributions. He thought 
that any surplus that might accrue to the 
fund should be devoted to ameliorating 
social conditions. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) also spoke

Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said 
that if the Government wished to interest 
themselves in the majority of those for whom 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund was 
originally intended, they should withdraw 
the bill and introduce a measure extending 
the period of benefit. 

Mr. COBURN (Nat. League, Louth) said 
that the reduction in contributions tended 
towards the cheapening of the cost of house 
building. 

Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
he heard with surprise that the solvency of 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund was to 
be used in this way. It seemed to him 
that the natural thing to have done in view 
of the strong position of the fund, would 
have been to extend benefit to the unem- 

loyed, and his party would vote with 

bour against the second reading. 


MINISTER EXPLAINS EFFECT OF 


REDUCTION. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in replying, said that 
at one time the fund was in debt to the 
extent of one and a quarter millions, but 
that had in successive years been reduced 
by reason of the fact that the income ex- 
ceeded the outgoings by £330,000. By the 
Ist of January next the debt would be re- 
duced to £300,000. With a continuation of re 
duction they would wipe out the deficit. The 
reduction proposed would average threepence 
each on the fart of both employer and 
employé. The saving to employers would 
be about £224,000, and to the State sume- 
thing over £60,000. It had been suggested 
that they should have borrowed money, tut 
what they had done was to stop that practice, 
and they had been doing it for years. 

COST TO THE STATE. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN went on to say that in 
connection with the maximum contributions 
of six months’ benefit there should be some 
incentive to people to and look for work. 
When the joint contributions were reduced, 
the State cutribution should also be lowered, 
for the State was the third party to the 
scheme. The State paid more than a third 
of the total administrative expenses. It was 
based on a certain percentage, but the actual 
cost of administration had never been con- 
fined to that percentage. 

The State paid other allied services certain 
sums as low as £20,000, and as high as 
£50,000. For the future the State would 
consolidate these two payments, but it would 
be mulcted as before to the same amount. 

On a division, the second reading was 
carried by 74 votes to 61. 


RELIEF GRANT 
CRITICISED. 


£300,000 “ ONLY A DROP 
IN THE OCEAN.” 


The debate on the motion for £300,000 for 
the relief of unemployment was resumed by 
Mr. E. Doyle (Labour, Carlow-Kilkenny). He 
said that in the last five or six weeks, be- 
tween four and five hundred railway workers 
had been disemp!oyed. 

Mr, M. O’CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, N.) said 
that he regretted that this fund was to be 
confined to relief schemes. The total amount 
granted was only a drop in the ocean—it 
would not to any appreciable extent relieve 
the distress in the country. 

If the Land Commission tackled its work 
properly and divided the lands among the 
eople, the small farmers of the West oí 
a sm would not be looking for relief 
schemes. He urged that the scheme should 
-be administered through the county councils, 
who had better knowledge of local conditions 
than the Land Commission. 

SUGGESTED SCHEMES. 

Mr. JOHN DALY (Govt., Cork, E.) sug- 
gested that much good could be done for the 
country, especially im his constituency, by a 
scheme of forestry. The removal of dan- 
gerous corners on the public reads would 
reduce the number of motor accidents; and 
the reclamation of lands would give a great 
deal of beneficial employment. Certain dhs- 
tricts needed a water supply, and housing 
could be improved. 

Mr. J. O'DONOVAN (Government, 
Cork, W.) advocated help for the people in 
the small fishing hamlets on the Western 
and Southern seaboards by erecting quays 
or slips. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) described the 
sum mentioned as “a dole of political soup 
for the general election." 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
he regarded this sum as only a small con: 
tribution to the solution of the unemployment 
problem. According to the report of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul for the past 
year, its members had visited thirty thousand 
families in Dublin, while the Minister tried 
to induce the House to believe that there 
were only twenty thousand persons un- 
employed in the whole country. Since 1925 
about 4,500 railwaymen had been dismissed as 
a result of the amalgamation of the railways 
and the Government’s policy in subsidising 
road transport, and not more than-one-third of 
that number were entitled to unemployment 
insurance benefits, Consequently, two-thirds 
of those men were not added to the live 
register, which the House was told repre- 
sented the total unemployed, Agricultural 
labourers were not entitled to be on the live 
register. 

He suggested that the Minister should set 
aside a certain amount out of the vote for 
the improvement of roads leading into bogs, 
from which, in many cases, the turf could 
not be got at present. 

Mr. SHEEHY (Government, Cork, W.) 
welcomed the allocation of this money for 
relief, and said that the money would be 
fairly distributed among the various counties. 

Mr. ANTHONY dissociated himself from 
the cheap sneers of certain deputies at Minis- 
iers for attending Imperial Conferences and 
Conferences at Geneva. The time might—* me 
when Mr. de Valera and others of his party 
might have to attend those Conferences in 
the interests of this nation. No purpose 
was served by such propaganda. : 

While welcoming this grant, he said that 
he did not care for grants of this kind, 
which at best were tentative measures 
to relieve unemployment.

The Coal Crisis. 

The Coal Mines Act has added a full 
complement of worries to the disturbed 
state of Britain. The two main clauses 
have raised a storm whose repercussions 
cannot fail to affect Ireland; and, 
although a compromise of a sort may post- 
pone a complete deadlock, it is quite 
unlikely to be permanent. The Coal 
Mines Act, in brief, reduces the miners’ 
working day from eight hours to seven and 
a-half—a compromise with the seven-hour 
day originally demanded by the Miners’ 
Federation—and sets up a National 
Industrial Board as a means to secure 
harmony in the industry. Neither of these 
provisions so far has met with anything 
like general acceptance. The miners con- 
tend that the shortening of their working 
day must not imply any reduction in their 
wages, while the owners retort that eight 
hours’ wages obviously cannot be expected 
for seven and a-half hours’ work. This 
deadlock never could have occurred if the 
Government had paid the slightest atten- 
tion to expert opinion before it rushed the 
bill through Parliament in the face of re- 
peated warnings. The costs of production 
have increased so. greatly in every coal- 
field of Great Britain that the owners 
profess themselves entirely unable to meet 
the. men’s demands,‘ even if they had 
wished to meet them. Only a thoughtful 
provision inserted in the bill by the House 
of Lords has furnished a loophole through 
which the deadlock may obtain temporary 
relief. 

The Peers’ clause introduces a system 
known as the ‘‘ spread-over.’’ Briefly, it 
provides that the miners may spread their 
working time over a period of a fortnight 
in such a manner that during that fort- 
night they will have worked the equivalent 
of seven and a-half hours a day. It so 
happens that in certain cases the difficulty 
of shorter hours is diminished sensibly if 
the hours are distributed unevenly. Owners 
contend that this process allows them to 
secure the most economic results, and so 
far to cut down the cost of production that 
they will be enabled to pay £5,000,000 more 
in wages annually. A number of mines 
has agreed to accept the expedient, but 
others, in. which the influence of the 
Miners’ Federation seems to be particularly 
strong, still refuse to admit the owners’ 
terms on any account. If the principle is 
not adopted, there is only one other means 
to avert general in the coal 
‘industry—a postponement of the date 
when the hours provision of the Coal 
Mines Act must come into operation. The 
industry has marketing schemes in hand, 
which are expected to make a vital differ- 
ence to its revenues. If the question of 
hours were postponed until those schemes 
had borne fruit, the wages difficulty might 
find a solution. On the other hand, the 
schemes may not work, and in that case the 
revived dispute would be more bitter than 
ever, and might lead to the permanent 
dislocation of the industry. 

Next Monday will see the new rate of 
wages in force in South Wales, the present 
storm-centre. Yesterday representatives 
of the men pleaded their cause before the 
newly constituted National Industrial 
Board, and won a fayourable ver 't. The 
Board was handicapped by the owners’ 
to. appoint representatives to 
sit. on it—a second weakness in the 
Act. No hope has been afforded 
that the workers of South Wales will yield 
their point, and only action at the last 
minate can avert a stoppage in the Welsh 
coalfields. The shorter day, as it is, 
represents higher prices for coal; and a

We can hope only that some sort of com-

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_ W he.her , faulty. management or. the 


| increasing use of óil fuel is the prime cause 
of the present depression, it seems. clear 
iat wages cannot be increased; and thie 
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literature. It has inspired the hope—on 


it, God cannot frown—that death need 
not be the end of a companionship which 
so finely has enriched a mortal life. 
Since we owe so much to dogs and 
horses -and have lent them so many 
of our own qualities, their sufferings 
make—or ought to make—a strong 
appeal to us. From our own countrymen 
‘we might expect a peculiar interest in 
the horse’s welfare; for he is a large 
factor in the nation’s character and a 
chief source of our reputation and wealth. 
The Irish horse is the best racehorse and 
the best hunter in the world. Our horse- 
breeding industry is highly profitable and 
gives employment to many thousands of 
our people. Hunting makes a great con- 
tribution to our pleasure and prosperity. 
The Royal Dublin Society’s Horse Show 
attracts visitors from every continent; 
and now the horse has become the arbiter 
of the system by which we propose to sup- 
port our hospitals. . : 

We owe much to our Irish horse, but 
how do we reward him? The minimum 
of our obligation to the humblest of 
his kind is decent treatment, and, 
at the last, an easy death. To-day the 
final boon of a merciful death is denied 
to thousands of horses which have given 
long years of faithful service to Irish 
masters. This newspaper’s voice and 
other voices have denounced the export of 
outworn horses to Belgium; but the 
painful traffic is increasing. Our Dublin 
Harbour Correspondent tells us that 
‘the traffic has increased to such an 
extent that the Fair Head, of Belfast, is 
now being taken off her regular trade 
in order to assist the steamers, already 
employed out of Dublin, to cope with it.” 
No doubt, the shipping companies treat 
the old horses well, but misery awaits 
them on foreign soil. Many of them are 
forced to walk long distances, without food 
or water, to shambles where they are 
butchered in cold blood. It is a foul death 
for a sensitive animal which in happier 
days had known love and kindness. If 
an export trade in dressed carcasses were 
substituted for this living traffic, the 


worst horrors’ would be averted and the 


manufacture of by-products would promote 
industry in Dublin. In any case, the sorry 
processions of -outworn Irish horses to 
Belgian slaughter-houses must cease. They 
are a disgrace to the Free State—to her 
Christianity, to her honour, to her sense of 
decency and gratitude. We are astonished 
that no deputy has raised the question 
in the Dáil, where surely a short bill, 
prohibiting the traffic, would not be 
opposed. We are grieved by the silence 
of Churches which preach mercy and 
glorify St. Francis. We wish that, until 
this slur on the Free State’s fame is 
removed, the Government could be com- 
pelled to charge the horse of its half-crown 
with the legend, “ For slaughter in 
Belgium.”’

| Detectives of Fiction. 


At a dinner in the Forum Club the 
subject of the speeches was “' Detective 
fiction and fact.” Lieutenant-Colonel 
Carter, of Scotland Yard, misused his long 
experience of police work to shatter one 
of our most cherished illusions. Since 
war ceased to be a sport, the 
majority of mankind has been hard 
pressed to find an outict for its primeval 
longing for adventure. Detective fiction 
stepped into the breach. From Gaboriau’s 
M. Lecoeq to Van Dine’s Philo Vance a 
series of great detectives has bestric'len 
our imaginations, and it is not’ too 
much to say that often they have 
moulded the characters of thousands. 
Brave, sagacious, brilliant they have 
fought crime, and, with the rarest excep- 
tions, they have brought their quarry to 
book. Their clients, noblemen or kings, 
assured them that expense was no object, 
and money matters never troubled these 
paladins of our civilisation. Only a single 
instance when one of the great detectives 
of fiction referred to this sordid subject 
occurs to Tv: Sherlock Holmes—the 
greatest of them all—when he took the 
Duke of Holdernesse’s cheque as his fee 
for tracing the son whom the Duke had 
allowed to be abducted, displayed a 
pleasure which we have always regretted. 
It is the sole blot on Holmes’s career. 
Now all our theories are disproved. The 
Colonel with cruel humour explained that 
““in real life detectives had to face the 
audit department,’’ and scoffed at the 


of an hour’s notice, would be off on a first- 
class sleeper. to Berlin.”” Of course, the 
Colonel is right, but we trust that the 
authors who heard him will remain un- 
influenced by his remarks. Could Philo 
Vance deliver one of his theses on the 
analogy between Cézanne, higher mathe- 
matics and murder in a tram?

It-was learned on the best authority that 
the Board has decided that there shall be no 
reduction of wages in South Wales under the 
operation. of the Act.

The question of legalising sweepstakes 
was raised once more by Sir Nicholas 
Grattan-Doyle in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

Sir Nicholas asked the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department if he would con- 
sider the advisability of revising the laws 
in relation to lotteries for hospitals, and 
other charitable purposes ; and whether he 
would take such steps as might be neces- 
sary with this object in view. 

Mr. Clynes replied that there had been 
no departure from the policy that had 
always been followed in the case of sweep- 
stakes promoted outside Great Britain. He 
was fully aware that the circumstances con- 
nected with the recent sweepstake promoted 
by the Irish Free State called for serious 
and careful consideration from several 

oints of view, but he was not at present 
In a position to make any statement as to 
what action it might be desirable to take. 

Is the Home Secretary aware of the state- 
ment made by the Prime Minister, asked 
Sir Nicholas, and is he aware that the in- 
troduction of legislation of this nature 
would be practically non-contentious ? 

At this there were general cries of “ Oh,” 
and laughter. 

Mr. Clynes—What the Prime Minister 
referred to was the use of time in this 
House for early discussion. My answer 
has not referred to that subject.

During the question hour the 
‘House filled up a little, but there was a 
complete :"sence of the atmosphere that 
once prevailed when a full-dress debate on 
a vote of censure was in the air. The 
Prime Minister was not present, and Mr. 
Snowden came in unnoticed. Mr. Baldwin 
also passed to his seat without the usual 
recognition by his followers. The result 
of the debate was not in ¢oubt, and. con- 
sequently the occasion was not regarded 
as a pitched battle with an uncertain 
result, but merely as a sham fight. 
Disputation in the House. 

There was a somewhat unusual scene 
during the question hour in the House of 
Commons to-day, when Captain Cazalet 
asked Mr. Snowden if he could give any 
information when the supplementary esti- 
mate in regard to the subsidy for opera 
would be taken. Mr. Snowden delivered 
a solo in quite a minor key in his attempt 
to explain where the money would be 
obtained, whereupon Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, in his deepest voice, demanded fuller 
details. This resulted in a duet between 
the two, until Major Owen took the floor 
to draw attention to the fact that the duet 
had lasted long enough, since he had a 
question on the order paper marked 104.

The Mining Crux. 


The danger of a coal strike in South 
Wales is real, but there were hopes this 
afternoon that it vet might be averted. 
The coal-owners of the district came to 
London to-day, apparently prepared to 
receive approaches from any source likely 
to help towards the solution of a very 
awkward situation. In the circumstances, 
it is thought that negotiations will be 
resumed, quite possibly on new lines, and 
such a course can be arranged easily, 
since the South Wales miners also are in 
town, and a meeting could take place 
without delay. Any decisions reached 
could be submitted to the Miners’ 
National Conference, now sitting in 
London, for confirmation. 


The Prince's Engagements. 


The Prince of Wales has many impor- 
tant engagements to carry out before he 
sails f r South America after Christmas, 
and one of them is in connection with his 
tour, when he will be the guest of honour 
at the Argentine Club dinner at the Savoy 
Hotel on December 10. The Prince also 
will dine with the Chilean and Brazilian 
Ambzsssadors. On Monday next he will 
attend the dinner of the Royal Society, 
at which Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will be 
the principal speaker. Other engagements 
are a meeting of the Industrial Health 
Education Society at Number 10 Downinz 
street next Wednesday, a football match 
between.West Ham United and Tottenham 
Hotspurs on December 8, and the annual 
prize-giving of the 24th London Regiment 
on December 9. The Prince will give two 
private dinner parties at York House on 
December 11 and 12. 


Dr. Barnardo. 


I learn that a very interesting book on 
the life of Dr. Barnardo will appeat 
shortly. It has been written by Dr. J. 
Wesley Bready, an Irish Canadian. Dr. 
Parnardo was a Dublin man, and it is in- 
teresting to recall that there usually has 
been a strong [Irish interest in his 
wonderful work; for men ‘Tike Lord 
Cairns, Sir William Fry, and Mr. 
Harcourt Williams have” ben _re- 
sponsible in succession for much of 
the organisation. Dr. Bready fortunately 
has obtained access to all of Dr. 
Barnardo’s papers and documents for a 
work which has occupied some three years. 


England's Canals, 


A bill seeking powers to enable the 
Grand Union Canal Company to proceed 
with its £1,000,000 ‘development scheme 
was deposited at the House of Commons 
to-day. The first part of the proposed 


scheme involves the rebuilding of locks at 


a cost of £383,000, and the reconstruction 
of bridges, passing places, pumping 
stations and other works at a cost of a 
further £123,000. This part, it is ex- 
pected, will be completed within three 
years if the bill is approved, but six years 
will be necessary for the dredging, concrete 
walling and other works that must be 
carried out at a cost of another £375,000. 
Further improvements willbe made by the 
Canal Company in order to bring the whole 
of their undertaking to a state of the 
highest efficiency, and these will involve an 
additional expenditure of at least £150,000. 
The immediate aim is to enable barges in 
pairs, one motor-propelled and the other 
towed—between them carrying 137 tons— 
to pass ee along the canal from 
Regent’s Canal Dock, Limehouse, to 
Birmingham. 


The Cup Final. 


It is understood that a new arrangement 
will be introduced with regard to the issue 
of tickets for-the football Cup final at 
Wembley in April. The Football Associa- 
tion allocates 75 per ccn*. of the tickets 
to its members and to members of affiliated 
associations, while the other 25 per cent., 
totalling about twenty-three thousand, are 
available for general issue. Hitherto the 
Football Association and the Wembley 
Stadium authorities in conjunction have 
handled the applications and the money 
for the tickets, and a staff of clerks has 
been employed for this purpose. This year 
the clerks have not been engaged, and, 
though no official announcement has been 
made, it is believed that the, tickets will be 
distributed through the travel and theatre- 
booking agencies. 


Sugar. 


Negotiations between Mr. Thomas I. 
Chadbourne and Dr. Guitierrez, on the one 
hand, and representatives of the Java 
sugar-producers, on the other hand, will 
be opened on Saturday at the Amsterdam 
offices of the Netherlands Trading Company, 
Mr. Chadbourne and Dr. Guitierrez are 
both in Europe in connection with the 
International Sugar Conference which will 
be opened in Brussels on December 4th. 
Mr. Chadbourne, a New York lawyer, who 
is the author of the Chadbourne plan for 
the stabilisation of the Cuban suger in- 
dustry, hopes that, with thé collaboration 
of European sugar-producers, a world-wide 
stabilisation plan may be evolved. Cuba 
recently made an initial move in this direc- 
tion when it agreed to withhold from the 
world’s sugar market 1,500,000 tons of 
sugar. The Cuban Congress refused to 
sanction this arrangement, but President 
Machado put it into force by decree,

_ Before the institution of the Irish Free 
State every inch of the Irish coast was 
watched by a large force of coastguards. 
To-day the sturdy white stone buildings 
of these coastguard stations stand desolate 
ana empty on every vantage point around 
the coast. Once they housed men as 
hardy and quick-witted as the smuggler ; 
armed men, backed by the might of the 
Jaw, who maintained a stern’ and success- 
ful. opposition to -the practices of the 
smuggler. They were aided by the watch 
that was kept on the coast by the cruisers 
of the British Navy, and were equipped 
with powerful motor launches. 

Since 1921, however, the coasts of the 
Irish Free State have been unwatched and 
defenceless. It may be stated that it is 
one of the duties of the Civic Guards to 
take action against smugglers, but the 
Civic Guard force is smaller than was the 
Royal Irish Constabulary force ; they are 
unarmed and their time is already more 
than occupied with the multifarious duties 
they. have to perform. 


FRENCH OFFENDERS, 

Smuggling is conducted mainly by the 
French fishing smacks which visit the 
Irish coast in their hundreds, making six 
or eight visits in the year. They are 
audacious poachers, but, because there is 
nothing to prevent them, they are even 
more audacious smugglers. Some time 
ago it was alleged that these French fish- 
ing fleets were backed by the French 
Government, but this was officially denied 
by that Government. It is now believed, 
however, that they are financed by big 
financial interests; for whenever they are 
caught. for poaching and their gear is 
confiscated and a fine imposed, the 


skippers of the vessels always insist on 


official receipts. 

They never hesitate to pay the fine, no 
matter how big, but do so with a smile. 
To. prevent poaching the Free State 
Government have in service an unarmed 
fishery patrol cruiser, the Muirchu; but 
her captain and crew, although they no 
good work, are unable to tackle even the 
fringe of the problem. It is estimated 
that it would take at least six armed 
cruisers to carry out the work of fishery 
patro] successfully. 


VALUABLE CONTRABAND, 

While the captain of the Mufrchu has 
ample powers to prevent poaching by 
foreign vessels, he has no power to deal 
with smugglers. The practice of these 
Frenchmen is to load their ship with 
contraband articles on leaving port for 
the fishing grounds off the Irish coast. It 
is almost impossible to state the value of 
this contraband carried by an individual 
vessel, but it is estimated by a person 
who actually boarded one of these French 
ships that the contraband carried by her 
was of a value of anything up to £1,900, 
and she had not a heavy cargo. 

During last summer nineteen French 
smacks which had just arrived off the 
Saltee Islands on their way to the fishing 
grounds were boarded in one day, and on 
every ore of them there were cargoes of 
contraband—scents and perfumes, silks, 


_brandies and rums, cigars and tobaccos. 


Only a detailed examination would 
have given the exact: value of all the 
cargoes carried by these vessels, but from 
what was seen a fair estimate of between 
£10,000 and £20,000 was made. 

Not so very long ago a French smack 
was brought into a small harbour in the 


West coast, having been caught poaching. | 


There was definite proof that she had a 
contraband cargo on board, but the nearest 
(‘ustoms officer was fifty to sixty miles 
away, and by the time he had arrived the 
trench skipper had got rid of his cargo, 
and it could not be traced. 


SELLING THEIR WARES. 

The next step of the smugglers is to get 
‘il of their cargoes, and this is so easy 
that they doit in broad daylight. All around 
ie coast they have their regular, dépots 
and agents, principally in the little out- 
of-the-way seaports and harbours, and 
even inlets and bays. Sometimes even 
the French skippers sell articles from the 


' several skippers. 


State, there is no such preventive force to atop 


vessel to those who come and buy. Each 


. Skipper has his own agent and market, and 


in cases the one agent may deal with 
These agents are, for 
the most part, shopkeepers and farmers, 
who distribute the contraband all through 
the Irish Free State, and particularly to 
cities like Dublin, Cork, Limerick and 
Waterford. All parties to the transaction 
naturally make a good profit; for it is a 
very lucrative business. 


POACHING OPERATIONS. 

To show the extent of the smuggling it 
is only necessary to state that a bottle 
of scent has been bought in a little West 
of Ireland town for 5s., which would cost 
at least 20s. to 30s. ordinary retai] price 
in Dublin. 

Furthermore. farmers’ wives and 
daughters in the West and South-West of 
Ireland are able to clothe themselves in 
silk petticoats and underwear, for which 
they certainly did not pay, and could not 
have paid, the full price. 

Allied to the smuggling, extensive 
poaching operations are carried on by 


fishing vessels off the coasts of the Irish 


Free State: As regards the poaching by 
British steam trawlers, the position is 
rather curious. Before the inception of 
the Irish Free State, when a British 
trawler was caught poaching, the skipper 
was brought before a Petty Sessions Court, 
a fine was imposed and gear was con- 
fiscated. , 

At present, should the Muirchu effect 
a capture of a British trawler poaching 
inside the three-mile limit the captzin 
charges the skipper of the vessel with the 
offence in a local District Court. The 
defendant makes no appearance, and in 
his absence a fine is imposed. Since 1921 
the total of these fines has amounted to 
more than £30,000, and in only one case 
has a fine been paid. 

This case was within the last year, but 
the captain of the Muirchu held on to the 
trawler, so that the skipper was com- 
pelled to pay the fine of £100- imposed. 
In this case the gea~ also was confiscated. 


BRITISH IMMUNITY, 

It is understood that the Free State 
Government some time ago entered into 
negotiations with the British Government 
on this matter, but the question proved 
to be rather thorny and was allowed, for 
the moment, to be dropped. 

The British trawlers, therefore, are 
able to poach without any let or 
hindrance. When they are sighted by the 
Muirchu within prohibited waters and are 
signalled to halt, they merely sail away 
and, so to speak, snap their fingers at the 
representative of Free State law. The 
only way in which the captain of the 
Muirchu could compel the trawler to stop 
is by firing a gun across her bows ; but the 
Muirchu does not happen to have.a gun. 
For the proper prevention of poaching, it 
is absolutely essential that the patrol 
cruisers should be armed. 


A LAUGHING STOCK, 

These trawlers make a laughing stock of 
the Free State fisheries laws; for it is a 
recognised practice -among them to 
‘‘ wireless ” to one another the position 
and location of the Muirchu when they 
sight her. This means that when the 
Muirchu is up off the Donegal] coast the 
trawlers can poach elsewhere with abso- 
lute impunity; for they know that, even 
if they are caught, they can get away 
with it. 

With the French fishing smacks the 
case is different; for, when they are 
caught, the captain of the Muirchu holds 
them until they pay the fine, and con- 
fiscates the gear and catch when this is 
ordered by the Court. This fact does not, 
however, deter the Frenchmen; for they 
continue to poach day after day. 

The present positic as regards both 
poaching and smugglag is such that 
Government action should be taken imme- 
diately. It is not possible to estimate the 
loss in revenue to the State as a result of 
the smuggling, but it must run into 


hundreds of thousands of pounds in the 
year.

‘“* Russia,’” said one swarthy Greek, ‘I 
never want to see her again. In Russia 
torday there is no God, no life, no freedom, 
no nothing. 

I-will 
tell you. In Russia to-day all work is 
done for the State. When we were loading 
at Novorossisk the men who poured their 
sacks of. wheat into our hold were hungry 
and in rags. We sailors could buy what 
we wanted—clothes, food, tobacco, luxuries 
even—at the docksidg but in the towns 
and in the country the people were starv- 
ing. Everything theré is propaganda. We 
might buy because we were strangers ; the 
others could not buy, even if they had the 
money. 

“We were told in the seaport towns— 
where the Soviet takes astonishing precau- 
tions to outwit visitors—that the position 
is immeasurably better than in the inland 
areas. - Men and women, bootless and only 
partially clad, told us, in the maritime 
towns to which they had flocked, terrible 
stories of the interior. 


EMANGCIPATING THE WORKER. 

“The Soviet, they said, in its desire to 
emancipate the- worker, had limited the 
activities of every type of artisan and 
tradesman. 

“ When we tried to get birdseed for the 
two canaries that we carry on our ship, ' 
said another member of the crew, “ we 
were told that there was not grain, even 
such as that, for the poor. The State takes 
everything and gives little. All food is 
rationed by the Government, and even 
those who can pay are limited to meat 
twice a month. 

“ To-day in Southern Russia meat costs 
one rouble and fifteen kopeks for ten 
ounces, the present rate of exchange for 
| British people being nine roubles and forty 
kopeks to the £. Everywhere there is 
starvation and the horror of what may yet 
happen. All unemployed persons must 
parade every day, and women as well as 
men are daily set to manual work by the 
Government on road-building, municipal 
schemes or engineering contracts.

NOBEL PEACE 
PRIZES. 


TWO AWARDS. .

OSLO, .Thursday,. 

Mr. Frank B. Kellogg, the former United 
States Secretary of State, has been awarded 
the Peace Prize for 1929. 

The prize for 1930 has been awarded to 
Dr, Nathan Soderblom, Archbishop of 
Upsala, and Pro-Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Upsala since 1914. 

There is reason to believe that both Mr. 
Kellogg and Dr. Soderblom will arrive in 
Oslo in order personally to receive the 
Nobel Prizes on December 10th. Each 
prize is werth about £9,600. 

Mr. Kellogg was Secretary of State. in 
Mr. Coolidge’s Cabinet from 1924 to 1929. 
His fame is, of course, chiefly associated 
with the Peace Pact named after him. 

Dr. Soderblom has written many learned 
works, and has been a strong advocate of 
the cause of peace. He delivered the Burge 
Memorial lecture on the Church and peace 
in 1929. These awards for peace are the 
first made since 1927, when the award was 
divided between Ferdinand Buisson and 
Ludwig Quidde. Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and General Dawes shared the prize in 
1925, and in 1926 it was divided between 
M. Briand and the late Dr. Stresemann.

WINTERTON..

Sees - WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

_ By a majority of 65 votes the House of 
Commons last night’ rejected . Mr. 
Baldwin’s motion, censuring the Govern- 
ment’s failure to make adequate proposals 
for the extension of. Empire trade and its 
refusal to consider the Dominions’ offer. 

When the division had been called and 
members were moving towards the 
Lobbies, Mr. C. J. Simmons, the Labour 
member for Erdington, crossed to the 
Front Opposition Bench, said something 
to Lord Winterton and slapped his face 
with an order paper. Lord Winterton, 
however, ignored the incident. 

As soon as the division had been taken, 
Mr. Baldwin rose to a point of order and 
asked the Speaker ii, after. consideration, 
he had anything to say about the matter. 

The Speaker said that, if the facts were 
as stated, it was a most.improper proceed- 
ing, and most insulting, not only to the 
yo TAE struck, but to the House and him- 
self. 

Mr. Simmons rose at once, and said that 
he had allowed his feelings to get the 
better of him, and had struck Lord 
Winterton with an Order Paper in conse- 
quence of what he had said to Mr. 
Snowden. If this was regarded as an 
insult, he expressed his sincere apologies. 

Winterton 
accepted the apology. 


THE CENSURE MOTION.

MR. BALDWIN'S SPEECH. 
There was a crowded House when M1. 
Baldwin, rose to move the vote of censure. 

Comparing conditions to-day wit:. those 
of Cobden’s time, he observed that Cobden, 
in spite of the efforts of ultra-freetraders, 
negotiated a Treaty with France. He 
went to work, not by a tariff truce, but by 
a treaty, which he conceived to be the 
best means of extending British trade with 
Europ. To-day, he continued, just as in 
Cobden’s day, the right method of getting 
tarifis lowered was by treaty. The Em- 
pire to-day was the only part of'the world 
where we could expand our trade, and that 
was only possible by negotiations and by 
treaty. 

He reminded the House of the words of 
the: Canadian Premier to the effect that 
if we did not come to some arrangement 
with our Dominions and Colonies they 
would make economic agreements with 
foreign countries. The special offer made 
by the Dominions at the Imperial Con- 
ference had been side-tracked, and the dis- 
cussions led nowhere. He quite recognised 
that it would have taken some courage to 
act and set aside old prejudices and old 
traditions, and that "id the Government 


acted, their party wo have been split 
ag Peel split his. But they would have 
obtained a higher reputation in this 
country than they were ever Jikely to have 
in the lifetime of any hon. gentlemen. 
(Opposition. cheers. ) ’ 


*“HUMBUG,”’ SAYS MR. THOMAS. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas asked whether the 
motion was to be considered a vote of 
censure on the Government or on Cobden, 
or was it a vote of thanks to Lord Beaver- 
brook. (Laughter.) The Government, he 
said, were to be censured because thev 
refused to accept the offer made by the 
Dominions. What was that offer? He 
was prepared to say clearly and definitely 
that, if any offers had been made that 
would help the trade of the country and 
would giv~ employment to the people, not 
only would they have considered them, but 
it would have been their duty to have 
accepted them. They did not accept them 
for the simple reason that there never 
was such humbug as these proposals. 
(Opposition cries of ‘‘ Shame’”’ and ‘‘With- 
draw.’’) They were asked to put a tax on 
food-stuffs. The Canadian Premier said 
in effect: ‘‘ We want you to change fiscal 
principles, but we will only change certain 
details of ours.”” When that statement 
was made public Mr. Baldwin wrote a 
letter stating that he accepted it. After 
that let no one talk about exploiting the 
Imperial Conference. (Ministerial cheers. ) 


A LIBERAL VIEW. 

Sir Herbert Samuel declared his in- 
ability to understand what was the 
alternative policy to that of the Govern- 
ment which was put forward by the Con- 
servative Party.. Mr. Churchill had told 
them that the policy of the Conservative 
Party was the quota and guaranteed prices 
for wheat. What the price was to be they 
had not been told, for very obvious 
reasons. There would be an enormous 
increase in the production of wheat at the 
expense of other crops, although already 
more wheat was being produced than the 
world really required. If the quota loaf 
was as half-baked as the quota scheme, it 
would be indigestible, indeed. (Laughter. ) 
The Liberals believed that the Government 
had taken the right course at the Con- 
ference, and, so far from being censured, 
they should be commended. (Cheers. ) 

Mr, Amery held that the real decision in 
this matter undoubtedly rested with the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Arguing 
that the heavy increase of taxation im- 
posed by Mr. Snowden had caused the price 
of commodities to rise, he pointed to the 
Chancellor and said: ‘‘ There sits the arch- 
food-taxer ; until we get rid of him, and the

MR. SNOWDEN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Snowden, on rising to conclude the 
debate, was greeted with loud Ministerial 
cheers. He said that the attitude of the 
Government in regard to all the problems 
that came before the Imperial Conference 
was the attitude of a united Government 
and the attitude of a united party. 
(Ironical Opposition laughter.) The 
opportunity they were supposed to have 
missed was an opportunity for taxing the 
food of the people, and endangering a very 
large part of our foreign trade. 

The Chancellor was proceeding to explain 
the nature of Mr. Bennet’s proposal when 
Mr. Amery rose to intervene, but Mr. 
Snowden declined to give way, remarking:

Lord Buckmaster, in ‘moving that the 
appeal should be dismissed, said the ques- 
tion to be determined depended i sm 
true construction oí the rules.” The re- 
muneration of the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary had consisted of a fixed sum and 
certain allowances, as, for exantple, for 
rent, lodging and a servant. By a statu- 
tory order made under the Constabulary 
and Police (Ireland) Act a special order 
was made with regard to these allowances, 
which were all specified in a schedule; 
but it was expressly provided by Rule 16 
that “none of the allowances specified in 
this schedule shall be taken into account 
for the purpose of computing the pension 
or gratuity of any- member of the force. 
or the pension, gratuity or allowance of 
the wife or child of a dependent of any 
member .of the force.’ 

This regulation was in force when the 
Act of 1922 was passed, but two reasoris 
were urged on behalf of the appellants as 
to why it should not apply in calculating 
the compensation under the Act af 1922. 
In the first place, it was said that the 
wording used in Rule 2 provided that 
the annual allowance by way of . com- 
pensation ‘‘shall be caleulated in like 
manner” as the pension, and that 
calculation referred merely to an arith- 
metical process, and represented nothing 
but a fraction. which multiplied by the 
years of service was the basis of payment 
of a pension. If that were so they added 
that the word “‘ salary ” was wide enough, 
having regard to previous legislation on the 
mattet to embrace all the allowances, and 
that they must conseauently be included 
as the sum of which the fractions were to 
be taken. : 

AGREED WITH LORD 
JUSTICE. | 

His lordship agreed with Lord Justice 
Russell’s opinion upon that point. In his 
words: ‘* You calculate an annual sum by 
ascertaining the amount thereof after 
taking into account all the material 
factors. You calculate the value of a thing 
by ascertaining what sum represents its 
value after taking into consideration all 
relevant matters. Rule 2, as I read it, 
tells the Treasury to ascertain the amount 
of the annual allowance to which any par- 
ticular man is entitled to if his pension 
had been ascertained under existing enact- 
ments, but with the variation specified in 
Rule 2.’’ | 

The learned judge went on to point out 
that the variations mentioned were four in 
number, and, he added, as Lord Buck- 
master thought, with unaswerable force 
that the effect of the appellant argument 
would be to add a fifth variation which 
was not there. This view rendered it un- 
necessary to examine in. detail all the 
statutes to which reference had been made, 
but they were extensively dealt with in the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Eve, to which 
reference ‘oo be made for the purpose of 
examining the antecedent history of the 
matter. 


POSITION OF CHILDREN. 

The position with regard to the children 
was a little different. It was said that 
Rule 4 provided that the children should 
be entitled to gratuities irrespective of 
whether their father died within the 
specified time or not. It was admitted that 
it introduced the condition that they 
should be under sixteen years of age, but 
not the other condition that the officer or 
constable should have died within twelve 
months of his receiving the pension. He 
felt unable to accept that view. 

On both points, therefore, he was of 
opinion that the appeal must fail, and the 
full and unanimous judgment of all of the 
judges in the earlier courts rendered un- 
necessary any further and more detailed 
examination of the statute and the rules. 
The Crown had stated that they did not 
ask for costs; and there was no need to 
refer to the matter. 

Viscount Dunedin and Lord Blanes- 
burgh, Warrington and Tomlin concurred, 
and the appeal was dismissed without 
costs.

The Dail was in a lackadaisical mood 
yesterday, Enthusiasts arose and debated 
the dangers of road traffic, unemployment 
insurance, tariffs and other matters—and 
the phlegmatic majority moved out and 
gave them plenty of room for their 
labours. 

Out of the hundred and fifty-two 
deputies who comprise the Dail only a 
score were present during the greater part 
of the debate on the pro change in 
the Tariff Commission regulations. i 

Fianna Fail, who have been tariff “ hot 
gospellers” ever since they entered the 
Dail,, could muster only ten of their 
number to listen to Mr. Lemass’s rough- 
riding criticism of the Government’s pro- 
posal. One Minister, seven members of 
Cumann na nGaedheal and one Labour 
member formed the rest of the audience. 


OBSOLETE TRAFFIC LAWS. 

Before the House thinned for the tariff 
discussion that hardy annual, the Ex- 
piring Laws Bill, provided a number of 
eputies with an opportunity of directing 
attention to the dangers of the roads under 
modern conditions. There seemed to be 
a general feeling that, if any laws ever 
deserved to expire» and, if possible, to 
have their demise hastened, they were the 
antiquated traffic laws which stil] obtained 
in this country. 

When the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce was bombarded from all parts 
of the House with queries as to the possible 
date of introduction of Jegislation based 
on the report of the Port and Harbours 
Tribunal he shrugged his shoulders and 
remarked that, ‘‘ to be om the safe side,’’ 
he had better say three yerts. ° 

““On behalf of the party that will be in 
power in three years,’’ said Mr. Lemass, 
“I will guarantes that it will be tntro- 
duced then.” 

Nobody laughed more heartily at -this 
sally than the members of the Govern- 
ment who were present. 


TARIFFS WITHOUT TEARS. 

They did not vote against the Tariff 
Commission Amendment Bill. Although 
it was of Government origin and concerned 
a’ body in which they have less faith than 
they have in Mr. Cosgrave’s Ministry—if 
possible—still it foreshadowed a possi- 
bility, even though a remote one, of a few 
more tariffs. 

‘“ You may modify the Act,” said Mr. 
Lemass, ‘‘ but you will not modify our 
opposition to it.” He closed his speech 
with the sombre statement: “ Having 
advocated tariffs in the past, I suppose 
we will have to support this bill, but we 
do so without any enthusiasm whatever.”’ 

Labour was not throwing its cap in the 
air about the bill either, but it let it go 
after a few “ backhanded blessings ” from 
its principal spokesmen. : 

Mr. O’Conneli, tae Labour leader, must 
have caused a pa:nful sensation among the 
members of the (pposition when he 
bluntly stated not only that he did not 
believe in rushing tariffs or in putting on 
a tariff for every little indu.try, but that 
“ there may be little industries in the 
country not worth keeping alive.’’ 

Mr. J. J. Byrne was appalled .t the 
absolute ignorance of industrial matters 
among the bulk of the deputies, to which 
Mr. O’Hanlon retorted that Mr. Byrne 
had set himself up as an awful example. 

A DOUCHE FOR OPTIMISTS. 

It turned out from Mr. Blythe’s speech 
in closing the debate, that the Govern- 
ment were going to walk very warily, 
indeed, in this matter of agricultural 
tarifis. They were, it appeared, toying 
with the idea of a Customs duty on eggs, 
beef and “ what is known as Canterbury 
lamb’’ (butchers cannot fool Mr. Blythe). 
It was their view, however, that the whole 
case in regard to agricultural tariffs was 
really to be fought out on the question of 
bacon, feeding-stuffs and wheat. 

“When the small things have been got 
out of the way,” said the Minister—and 
by this he did not mean ‘“ when 
the small things have been tariffed ”— 
“the field will be clear to discuss the 
question of agricultural tariffs in a prac- 
tical and realistic way.”’ 

NO THANKS FOR SMALL MERCIES 

The bill having been given a second 
reading with reluctant unanimity, the 
House proceeded to consider the second 
stage of the Unemployment Insurance Bill, 
1930, which reduces the amount to be paid 
by employer and employé by threepence 
each. 

The unsophisticated observer might con- 
sider that this was a case for rejoicing, 
but the Labour Party and the Opposition 
did not appear to think so. Fianna Fail 
maintained that, if the Unemployment 
Fund was flourishing, the money should 
be expended in better benefits instead of 
reduced contributions. 

They forced the matter to a division, and 
the Government came out of the lobbies 
with its majority reduced to thirteen. 

** HER FAVOURITE PART.” 

Kathleen ni Houlihan next appeared in 
her old-time réle as ‘‘ the Niobe of the 
Nations,’’ and it was pointed out that the 
Relief Vote of £300,000 would hardly buy 
her a new shawl.

INCIDENT IN A HOTEL. 

Mr. LEMASS asked the Minister for 
Justice if he was aware that on the night 
of the 11th inst. members of the Civic Guards 
and of the detective division engaged in a 
fracas amongst themselves at Cullen’s Hotel, 
Mountrath, as a result of which shots were 
discharged, and James Cullen, son of the

informed. No fracas took place. Some 
members of the Guards were, however, on 
the hotel premises on the 6th, and not the

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY said that the 
outrage did occur, and that the Guards were 
investigating the occurrence. 

Mr. LEMASS asked if, according to local 
opinion, it was members of the Guards who 
were responsible for the outrage.

FATAL MOTOR CAR 
ACCIDENT. - , 


WOMAN'S SHOCKING 
INJURIES.

‘One could scarcely find words sufficiently 
to condemn the actions of the motorists who 
did not stop. It was to be hoped that they 
would suffer the penalty which their careless- 
ness and want of charity demanded,” said 
Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner, at an inquest 
in the Roval City of Dublin Hospital yes- 
terday on the body of Mrs. Letitia McConnell 
(66), of 6 Arranmore road, who, according: to 
the evidence, was knocked down by a motor 
car at Merrion road, Ballsbridge, and was run 
over immediately afterwards by two other 
cars. 


Civic GUARD’S EVIDENCE. 


Civic Guard B. McCormack said that when 
the matter was reported to him he went to 
Merrion road, and between Serpentine avenue 
and Svdenham road saw two motor cars at 
the side of the road. Mr. King, the driver of 
one of the cars, told him that he was driving 
his car towards the city when he saw a 
woman lying on the road. He immediately 
got out and brought the woman to the 
footpath, and said that his car did not strike 
the woman. He examined Mr. King’s car, 
and found the right mudguard slightly 
damaged and the head Jamp on the same side 
bent.. It was very dark and foggy at the 
time, and the road was greasy. At the police 
station he found a lady’s handbag on the 
foot board. 

A CAR THAT SWERVED. 

Mr. Stewart J. Mitchell, Fleet street, 
Dublin, stated that he was driving his car 
towards the city. There was a car about 
thirty yards ahead of his, and he saw it 
swerve suddenly. When he reached the spot 
he saw an object on the read, which he 
thought was a spare wheel of a motor car. 
He pulled up and went back, and saw a 
woman lying on the road. 

Mr. Michael Byrne, of Lower Beechwood 
avenue, said that he was going towards the 
city, and there were several cars in a line 
going in the same direction. He saw a 
big car in front of him swerve and 
go on, giving a jolt as it did so. 
when his car reached the spot where the 
other car had swerved he felt a jolt as if the 
left back wheel of his car had passed over 
sorieth'ng big. He got out, saw the lady 
and helped to bring her to the footpath. 
‘there were three or four cars, between the 
big car and his car, and in his opinion aue 
car had knocked the woman down and three 
cthers, including his, own, had passed cver 
net. 

Mr. Arthur James King said that he was a 
chauffeur and was returning from his work 
in his own car, It was very foggy and dark 
at the time, and one of the street lamps 
about fifty yards away was not lighted. He 
saw an object.on the road and got out to pick 
it up. As he was about to do so a car came 
along and he shouted, but it passed over the 
woman lying on the road. He was going out 
again to pick ap the body when another car 
came along and passed over the body. 


THE GORONER’S HOPE. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and that the 
woman was struck by a motor car driven 
by Mr. King and run over by two unknown 
motor cars, 

The Coroner said that Mr. King would 
certainly be excused from having anything to 
da with the injuries which the doctor de- 
scribed. He was sure they would be all glad 
if the police traced the other cars, and placed 
the owners where they ought to be. |

FI “OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The first’ official statement of importance 
was issued ‘on the 2nd August,’ 1950. Its 
admirable e was to state ‘ authorita- 
tively the. advantages, claimed for the new 
battery, which it does as follows :— 

(1) That it has 50 oa cent. higher voltage 

than existing alkaline batteries. 

(2) That in practical operation it has «on 
energy efficiency of 75 per cent. 

(3) That it has a current (ampere-hour) 
efficiency of 95 per cent. 

(4) That it can bec at; much higher 
rates than alkaline. batteries. 

I am not in a position to say whether or 
not the battery has any or all of the pro- 
perties thus officially claimed for it. ut 
I do say that ‘the: subsequent official pro- 
nouncements on,.the..matter.do not supply 
the essential data. 

The second official. statement was issued 
on the 22nd August, 1930. It purports to 
be a report of the test runs which took place 
on the day before. This official statement 
has been submitted: to several engineers, who 
say that before any opinion could be ex- 
pressed the following particulars are 
essential :— . i 

(a) The ampóre-hour capacity of the bat- 
tery at constant current for the half 
hour and three-hour rates of discharge, 
respectively ; he) 

(b) The cell voltage at the beginning and 
the end -of the discharges, at these 
respective rates, and the average cell 
voltage during them ; 3 

(c) The total watt-hour output at these re- 
spective rates ; 

(d) The normal and highest practicable 
rates respectively at which the battery 
could be charged; =" <<: 

(e) The cell voltages at the beginning and 
end of the charges at these respective 
rates, and the mean cell voltage during 
them ; 

(f) The total watt-hoar input at the rate 
concerned. 

With the exception of figures relating to 
(d), other figures stating the average voltage 
of the battery during charge and discharge, 
and a figure for the aggregate output of the 
battery during all the journeys, none of the 
essential particulars were supplied. 

THE VOLTAGE. | 

Now some of the actual figures given in the 
report itself warrant a brief examination. 
The official statement of the 2nd August, 
1930, claimed that the new battery had a 50 
per cent. higher voltage than the existing 
alkaline batteries. In the statement issued 
on the 22nd August, 1930, the average voltage 
of the battery during discharge Is given as 
122 volts, an average of 1.584 per cell. Now, 
there is at least one well-known type of 
alkaline battery on the market for which an 
average of 1.2 volts per cell will be guaran- 
teed on discharge. In order that the Minis- 
ter’s claim for the new battery should be 
justified, its average voltage per cell would 
require to be 1.9 volts. 

Similarly, we were told that the current 
efficiency is 95 per cent. An analysis of the 
published figures indicates that for the 
greater number of the tests-carried out on the 
2ist August the ampére-hour efficiency was 
93.6 per cent. 

We were also told that the tests on 2ist 
August indicated that the energy efficiency 
of the battery was 75 per cent., and an 
expression showing the manner in which this 
efficiency had been calculated was published 
in the following form :— 

Energy efficiency of

FIGURE QUESTIONED. 

Now, with regard to that. expression, it 
is necessary to emphasise that the value 
(95 per cent.) which is used in it for the 
ampere-hour efficiency is not consistent with 
the values for that quantity which were 
operative during the seventeen mile journeys 
made on the day of the tests, and which may 
be deduced from the statement itself. There- 
fore, the expression itself is of doubtful 
validity. More astonishing still, however, if 
this verv elementary expression be worked out, 
we get 76.25 per cent. for the result, and not 
75 per cent., as given in the official state- 
ment. | i 

How can that be explained? This is an 
official report made to, the Minister by an 
Advisory Committee, weighted with all the 
eminent names which the Minister bandied 
about the Dail. Yet in relation to one of the 
most important features of the invention it 
makes an absurd and ridiculous mistake, a. 
mistake which can be proven by any person 
for himself.

MR. SCULLIN IN BELFAST. 


APPEAL FOR IRISH UNITY IN 
SPIRIT AND FRIENDSHIP. 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thureday. 

The Right Hon. J. H. Scullin, Prime 
Minister of Australia, and Mrs, Scullin 
arrived in Belfast to-day by motor car from 
Dublin on a two-day visit to the North of 
Ireland. Mr. Scullin will visit the home of 
his father at Magherafelt, Co. Derry, and his 
mother’s home in Armagh. 

Mr. and Mrs. Scullin were accompanied by 
the Attorney-General of Australia and Mrs. 
and Miss Brennan, and they were welcomed 
at the City Hall by Viscount Craigavon, the 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland, and 
Viscountess Craigavon, the members of the 
Northern Cabinet, the Lord Mayor of Belfast 
(Sir William Coates), and members of the 
Corporation, and by the City Chamberlain 
(Sir Frederick Moneypenny) and the Town 
Clerk (Sir Robert Meyer). 

LORD MAYOR’S WELCOME. 

The Lord Mayor, extending a most sincere 
welcome to Mr. Scullin, said that many 
people from Belfast and Ulster had emigrated 
to Australia and played their part in build- 
ing up one of the brightest possessions of the 
Empire. Within recent years the trend of 
emigration in that direction had not been so 
great; but, doubtless when the present world- 
wide depression had passed, Australia, with 
its vast areas of fertile land, would again 
attract the young and adventurous. 

“The trade relationships between Belfast 
and Australia have always been most cor- 
dial,’ said the Lord Mayor, “and I hope 
that they will continue to grow to our mutual 
satisfaction and helpfulness. You already 
have first-hand knowledge of our ships and 
linen, and there are man other 
articles manufactured- in Belfast and 
Ulster which are equally famous. 
I am glad to think that the Dominion 
Premiers believe that it is by a vigorous 

olicy of constructive Imperialism that the 

ritish Empire can be transformed from a 
political union into an economic entity.’ 


MR. SCULLIN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Scullin, replying, said he was very 
grateful for the warm welcome extended to 
him in Ulster, and altogether his Irish visit 
had been very delightful. 

“ My wife and I, in marrying, vnited North 
and South, and whatever may be the politics 
of this country, with which I have nothing 
to do, I hope in spirit and friendship all Ire- 
land will be united, because within this 
Commonwealth of Nations of ours we want 
unity—we want unity not only constitu- 
tionally, but we want it economically and in- 
dustrially. 

“I concur with what you have said, my 
Lord Mayor, that the trade relations between 
this part of Ireland and Australia have been 
most cordial, and I believe of mutual advan- 
tage. We know of your shipbuilding and oi 
your linen industry. In the Parliament House 
in Australia, where we had the pleasure of 
entertaining Lord Craigavon, there was 
nothing, and always had been nothing, en our 
tables bet Irish linen. (Applause.) 

“So your industries are not unknown, and 
your people are not unknown to us. You 
have referred to the question of immigration. 
It is negligible now because conditions on our 
side are such that we do not feel justified in 
inviting people to emigrate to Australia. 
There is a difficulty in recovering quickly. 
We will recover, and we will provide work 
in Australia, not only for Australian-born, 
but. also for immigrants, and when we have 
ubsorbed the main bulk of people who are 
out of work in Australia we will open up 

hat. vast’ country and will glad 
of our flesh and blood, 
kith and’ kin to our shores. (Appl:use.) 
AN HONEST ATTITURE. | 

‘There is room for all in Aastralia, bu, 
we must put our house in order before we 
invite people to it in large numbers. That is 
a safe and honest-attitude to adopt. 
want your trade within the Commonwealth 
of Nations. It is in times of depression and

The toasts of the King and the Governor 
of Northern. Ireland having been honoured, 
Viscount Craigavon, proposing the toast of 
‘* The Commonwealth of Australia,’’ said that 
on his visit to Australia he made an earnest 
plea on behalf of the great Irish linen 
industry, that one of those vexatious restric- 
tions that existed for many years in the 
Commonwealth should be removed by the 
Government. Without a moment’s hesitation 
their distinguished guest called in his 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, Mr. 
Fenton, and before he (Viscount Craigavon) 
got back to Ulster he found that they had 
very kindly between them arranged matters 
to the satisfaction of the linen industry of 
Belfast. That was the first opportunity he 
had of thanking Mr. Scullin and Mr. Fenton 
for the kindly way they met him on behalf 
of the principal industry in the North, ana 
also for the speedy way they carried out 
their promise. He ho Mr. Scullin would 
convey on his return their appreciation to the 
cther members of his Cabinet. Although 
their visitor would be welcomed in any cir- 
cumstances, he was all the more welcome in 
view of his Government’s kindly action. 

A UNITED WELCOME. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., joined in the 
welcome to Mr. Scullin. He said that in 
these days of national trial and emergency 
they should offer such encouragement as 
they could to the statesmen who were 
charged with the responsibility of evolving 
national prosperity out of the present un- 
happy economic conditions. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Scullin, responding, said that this was 
a united welcome, and it represented that 
spirit of unity that they came to the Im- 

erial Conference to foster. We are all, said 
Mtr. Scullin, in this British Commonwealth of 
Nations. We are shaping its destinies in 
our day and doing our part to carry on that 
the organisation, and it was a most wonder- 

ul combination that which we to-day call 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. It 
was a family, and the unity and harmony of 
that family was most important, not only 
for the members of it, but for the whole 
civilised world. 

The unity of the Commonwealth of Nations 
lay in the blood ties that existed between 
the various parts. Little by little, step by 
step, as the circumstances permitted and the 
time was opportune, greater freedom and 
greater liberty had been extended to them, 
and the former Colonies were now Dominions 
with complete self-government. There were 
people who were nervous about that, and 
believed that once they gave the right to a 
dominion of absolute government, it would 
break away. 

When he arrived in London, he was asked 
what he had to say about the right of 
secession, and his arswer was that it was 
not anticipated nor was it desired, They 
were not denied the right to secede, but they 
did not want it. That summed up the posi- 
tion of all the Dominions. It would be their 
aim to keep their countries together on the 
Constitutional basis that was sound.

A witness who followed immediately after- 
wards, a married man with two children, told 
the Committee that a fortnight ago his wife 
confessed to hisn that she was in the hands 
of moneylenders, and now owed £92 to twelve 
different moneylenders. 

The moneylender, giving evidence, said that 
he agreed with the Sill in principle, but be- 
lieved that the rate of interest fixed in the 
bill was too low. The rate of interest he 
charged varied according to the circumstances 
of the customer. He did not thmk that he 
could afford to charge less than 48 per cent. 
to doubtful customers. The witness added 
that he had financed several businesses at 
10 per cent. interest on the capital lent, 

HUSBAND AND WIFE’S LOANS. 

The other witness stated that his wife had 
made the confession after she had had a 
nervous breakdown, which he attributed to 
threats from moneylenders. and which, he 
said, had made his life a hell. Witness knew 
nothing whatever about the loans until his 
wife collapsed and had a nervous breakdown. 

The ,witness added that he could clear off 
the debts, but wanted to expose what had 
happened. 

The Chairman of the Committee (Mr. 
Jasper Wolfe, T.D.) congratulated the wit- 
ness on the courage and civic spirit he had 
shown in coming forward and making private 
matters public. 

REPLY TO STATEMENT BY DISTRICT 

JUSTICE. 

Mr. J. Dwyer, Revenue Commissioner, told 
the Committee that he had been asked by 
the Commissioners to come there with refer- 
ence to a statement which had appeared in 
a Dublin newspaper. He submitted a 
memorandum on the statement as follows :— 
**Memorandum on the evidence of Mr. 
Cussen, D.J., regarding certain penalties im- 
posed in respect of contravention of the 
Entertainments Duty Regulations :— 

“ Mr. Cussen is reported on May 20th last 
as having made, before the Dail Committee 
appointed to consider the Money-lenders’ 
Bill certain statements relative to a case 
which had been dealt with by him. The 
following is an extract from the paper: ‘ He 
(Mr. Cussen) mentioned a case in which the 
penalty was £100 in a prosecution under the 
entertainment tax. He could have mitigated 
1 to £25, but in the circumstances he thought 
that £12 10s. would be a reasonable penalty, 
and, instead of mitigating it to £25, made a 
recommendation that. it should be mitigated 
to £12 10s. Not alone did the Revenue 
Commissioners refuse to act on his -recom- 
mendation, but refused to mitigate the 
penalty to £25. They sent a warrant for the 


man's arrest, which I refused to sign, but | 


I did sign later under a threat of mandamus.’ 
FACTS OF THE CASE. 

“The case referred to,” the memorandum 
proceeded, “ had been heard by Mr. Cussen 
on July 23rd, 1925, when the defendant was 
fined £50 in respect of each of two offences 
against the Entertainments Duty Regulations 
made under the Finance (New Duties) Act, 
1916. Mr. Cussen recommended that the 
penalty in the one case should be remitted 
altogether and in the other mitigated to one- 
fourth. The defendant had been reported 
to the Revenue Commissioners for non- 
payments of entertainments duty on no fewer 
than five occasions previous to the dates in 
respect .of which he was prosecuted. The 
offences involved a “loss of duty to the 
revenue amounting to £47 17s. 6d. Several 
applications were made to him without result 
for payment of that sum. Accordingly, 
when the Commissioners had before them the 
question of mitigating the penalties imposed 
by Mr. Cussen consi that the 
defendant was thoroughly familiar with the 
requirements of the law regarding entertain- 
ments duty, and that they would not be 
justified in allowing any reduction of the 
ar eae mmposed on him by the District 

ustice. : “ 

__ISSUE OF BODY WARRANT.

Cussen for the issue of a body warrant against 
the defendant he at first adjourned the appli- 
cation, and on its renewal stated that if at 
the hearing of the cases the previous record of 
the defedenant as regards the evasion of the

have made the recomme ions he did. He

NATIONAL EFFORT 
NEEDED. | 


From Oug AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Commenting on the experiments organised 
by Mr. R. C. Gault, of the Department of 
Agricultural. Education, Worcestershire, with 
a view to stamping out the ox warble 
Mr. F. P. Norbury, Chairman of 
Worcestershire Agricultural Education Sub- 
committee, expresses the hope that the 
results obtained will bring nearer the day 
when powers will be conferred making treat- 
ment compulsory. He suggests that a first 
step might be taken in 1951 to deal with 
infested cattle exposed in public markets, and 
at the ports of entry where imported cattle 
are landed. Sén: 
_ He believes that “ any further experimental 
“work with remedial agents would be super- 
fluous, as well as a waste of time and money, 
unless some by-product, worthless for other 
purposes, should be discovered. In derris 
we. have an article of known origin, cheap, 
non-dangerous and of proved efficacy.’’ 

| AT SMALL COST. 

_..No fewer than 21,000 cattle were brought 
under observation, and the work done has 


‘which is perfectly harmless to human beings 
and live-stock.- . 

Provided that derris powder of known 
value is used, the composition of derris soap- 
wash which can now be recommended is: 
“Polvo,” 3lb.; soft soap, slb.; water, 1 
gallon. 
~ The cost of applying four dressings is esti. 
mated at lid. per head. On this basis, the 
expense of treating all the cattle in the 
British Isles would not be formidable, while 
the benefits would be enormous. | 

The idea is still. current that it is possible 
to stamp out warbles by dressing cattle in 
summer with preparations that are supposed 
to prevent egg-laying by by female flies. This 
would involve treatments at frequently re- 
curring intervals over some sixteen weeks 
between May and September, instead of four 
dressings in March, April, May and June, 
with intervals of twenty-eight days between 
each dressing. By killing the warbles. while 
in the backs of cattle during spring, it follows 
that there will be no egg-laying flies in 
summer; in fact, the pest would be entirely 
eradicated. 

AN ALL ROUND LOSS. 

From a practical point of view, it is hardly 
possible to conceive a greater national service 
than the complete cradication of the. warble. 
From June to September cattle on pastures 
are pestered by the female flies seeking to lay 
their eggs on the legs of the animals at- 
tacked. The young larvae hatching from the 
eggs set up irritation while biting their way 
through the skin, producing a temporary rash 
and exudation of matter from small sores. 
Then ‘comes the interim of. autumn and 
winter. When March comes the lumps fami-
